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HE other day, at Geneva, Senator Raoul , 

Dandurand took his seat as Canada’s first 

representative on the Council of the League 
of Nations. Few higher honors have come to a! 
Canadian; and few Canadians were more deserv: | 
tng of the honor. Raoul Dandurand, largely | 
because he has never had a seat in the House | 
of Commons, has figured little in the headlines | 
of the press, Yet in quality and achievement, 
in the length and extent of his political services 
and influence, he ranks easily among the first 
six most salient Canadian politicians of his time. 
Quebec, indeed, in its almost incomparable con- 
tribution to public lite, has had few more gifted | 
and brilliant sons. 


Raoul Dandurand is rooted in Canadian soil 
Before either Wolfe or Montcalm was born, when 
Frenchmen, holy men of the monasteries and 
dandies of the court, companioned by the crucifix 
and the sword were pressing into the wilderness, 
his people came to this 'and. On his paternal 
side they came from the Pyrenees, hasty, flam 
Ing, passionate. On his maternal side they were 
from the north of France, placid, contemplative | 
Normans. These characteristics, paradoxical 
though they may seem, are seen in the various 
moods of Raoul Dandurand to-day. 

For two centuries the Dandurands have lived 
in Montreal. Oedipe, father of Raoul, was a 
tradesman who rose to be manager of Morgan's 
store. He was of a fiery, radical temperament, 
and became one of the pillars of that celebrated 
free library and debating society, the Institut 
Canadien. The church, discerning in the society 
some of the tendencies of ultra-radicalism in 
France, flourished its mitre against it; ordered 
communicants to withdraw. Oedipe Dandurand, 
though a devout Catholic, defied the hierarchy. 
He remained a member of the society. 


In this atmosphere of liberalism, free thought 
and’free spirit, Raoul Dandurand was cradled. 
His mother’s motto was “I know no fear,” and 
young Dandurand soon revealed the same char. 
acteristic. Thrice, while in his early teens, he 
built a raft and sailed forth upon the St. Law: 
rence, the skull and cross-bones nailed to the 
mast, bent upon wresting a fortune from the 
peaceful merchantmen who traded along the 
river. On all three occasions the pirate ship 
ran into foul weather, was wrecked; and once 
the young adventurer, to his unbounded humilia 
tion, was rescued by the seat of his trousers by 
a sea-bitten salt and soundly flogged for his folly 


Has the French Eloquence 


T the age of thirteen, despite these valorous 

tilts at life, and a spirit of mischief that 
nothing could curb, young Dandurand was 
through public school, planning a career. He 
recalls one mellow autumn afternoon when he 
went for a long walk with his father to talk it 
over. They strolled past the City and District 
Savings Bank of Montreal, and the elder Dan- 
durand dilated upon the golden prospects of 
banking. Would they go in and eee the man 
ager? 

But Raoul was not impressed. He tells how 
he peered through the windows, observed the 
polished desks, the huge ledgers, the weary look- 
ing clerks. It wasn’t a picture of life ou a big, 
thrilling scale. He wanted something more ad- 
venturous. Something more Quixotic and chal- 
lenging. Why not law? 

Five years later, at the age of eighteen, gradu 
ated from Laval, Dandurand launched upon his 
legal career. But politics almost simultaneously 
claimed him. Those were the days when Lib 
eralism in Quebec was making an almost forlorn |

It is a little quaint to learn that in Cologne, | 
where he made his headquarters, this Canadian | 
negro became a regular hometown boy, ae be 
is rightly regarded in Toronto, a great favorite 
with many fane, In Cologne be gave lessons 
and had large classes of young Germans as 
students of boxing, for in Germany, it appears, 
boxing bas a very great vogue.

except for his two fists—-and such friendship as 
came his way from his manager, to whom his 
present was a problem and his future a gamble.
